Armed Head Constable l\ Grade, District Dharwar. 

statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . — This nead Constable and nine other Armed 
Policemen were posted for patrol duty at Halkeri, a 
village in Eon Taluku, District Dharwar. On the morning 
of the 2nd March 1948 news was brought that the villagers 
of Karmadi had assembled in the limits of (he village of 
Halkeri to damage the crops. About 100 Ilalkcri villagers, 
armed with sticks, proceeded therefore towards the fields. 
Head Constable Kama l’arsappa fearing a breach of the 
peace, followed the Halkcri villagers with his armed 
party. Karmadi villagers, thereupon, rotreated to a tank, 
on the border of nalkcri, Just then a man was seeD 
setting fire to a hay-stack at a distanoe of about three 
furlongs from Halkeri. On seeing this the Halkeri 
villagers sent two of their party to catch him. On 
approaching the burning stack these two men saw some 
men armed with lethal weapons taking cover in a Nalia 
close by Halkeri. Later, this body of armed men left the 
Nalia and advanced in cxiendod order. The Poliee Party 
retreated to the South, when they saw tho armed party 
approaching them. At this stage another party of about 
ten also fully armed took them by surprise, and began 
shooting. Head Constable Kama Parsappa ordered his 
men to open fire in self-defence. About ten armed men 
rushed at them under cover of machine gun fire and 
others were seen extending towards the West, to exit the 
police off from the village of Halkeri. Head Constable 
Narayan Venku, however, taking cover behind a tree 
started firing at the Rrmed men He noticed that, two 
Constables were hit. Just then a bullet shattered the 
stock of his rifle and besides rendering the trigger useless 
injured the Head Constable's right thumb. Undaunted 
he asked for another rifle with which he continued firing 
for about an hour The tree behind which lie had taken 
cover was made a target of by the armed men The 
Police were subjected to bursts of machine gun fir e at 
short intervals On seeing two Constables lving dead and 
another wounded Head Constable Narayan Venku and a 
colleague retreated to a field with standing crops and later 
managed to reaoh Halkeri Chawrii 

This Head Constable displayed great deyotion to duty 
at the risk of his personal safety against overwhelming 
odds.

APPA, Armed Constable, District, Dharwar. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . — .This Constable was posted at Halkeri in Eon 
Tuluka of tho Dharwar District foi patrol duty along with 
two Head Constables and seven other Armed Constables. 
On the morning of the 2nd March 1948, he was a member 
of an aimed party ol two Head Constables and six other 
Constables which proceeded to the scone of an incident 
between the villagers of Halkeri and those of Karmadi. 
While the people of both villages were in their respective 
limits ft hay-stack situated near Halkeri was set on fire. 
A couplo of Halkeri villagers who went, after the mis- 
creants, saw a body of armed men hiding in a. Nalia close 
by Halkeri. On being spotted, the armed men advanced 
in extended order towards the Police The Police retreated 
to the South and the Head Constables in charge 
warned the armed men not to open firo In response, 
however, tho party were fired on whereupon Head 
Constable Earna Parsappa ordered his men to retaliate in 
self-defence. This Constable continued to fire in self- 
defence and remained cool and undaunted despite 
casualties all around him. When the riflo of a Head 
Constable was put out of action by a direct hit am the 
stock, this Constable despite heavy fire, crept ou(Hrom 
cover and retrieved a rifle from one of the police casualties, 
which he handed over to the Head Constable. While 
doing this, he was hit in the thigh. Nevertheless when 
ammunition was running short, this Constable again left 
cover and collooted the remaining ammunition from the 
pouches of nearby casualties. Whilst, thus engaged, he 
received a second wound, this time in the abdomen. 
Deepito his wounds, he remained with his Head Constable 
for over an hour and continued to face the armed men 
until he retired with the only surviving Houd Constable 
when it became clear that the position was no longer 
tenable. 

This Constable displayed great courage and devotion to 
duty at the risk of his life and remained culm under 
heavy fire in the face of overwhelming odds.

AWARD 

By Notification No. LR-3(101), dated 27th April 1949 
the Ministry of Labour, Government of India, has referred 
this industrial dispute to this Tribunal in the following 
terms : 

“Whereas the matters specified in the schedule hereto 
annexed have so far as the Cei^ral Government is aware, 
been raised on behalf of the workmen; 

And whereas the Central Government considers it 
desirable to refer the dispute for adjudication;

9. Restoration of one month’s leave with pay per veaU 
to monthly paid workers. 

10. Improvement in the arrangements for water supply. 

11. Educational facilities for workers’ children. 

12. Restoration to monthly paid basis >4 certain workers 
who have been placed on a weekly j^aid basis. 

13. Pump Khalasis and the Hookmeu to be placed on 
monthly paid basis. 

14. Payment of full wages to certain workers for the 
-period they were wrongfully placed under suspension. 

15. Reinstatement of a worker. 

16. Old age benefits for two workers. 

17. Payment of outstanding sickness allowance to two 
workers. 

18. Railway fare and leave with pay for workers visiting 
their homes. 

19. Provision of an office and a club for the Union. 

20. Attendance bonus to loading coolies (Lakurka). 

2. The notification in this ease was received in this 
iffioe on 9th May 1949 and a notice was sent to the parties 
to appear before this Tribunal on the 27th May 1949. On 
"the 27th May the parties appeared and informed me that 
they had come to terms. As the terms of agreement had 
"hot been fair copied they promised to file the agreement 
on the 2nd June 4949. I am glad to say that today the 
parties Have filed the agreement. It is Appendix ‘A’. 
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I have gone through the agreement and my award is in 
terms of the agreement.

APPENDIX “A” 

Memorandum of Agreement 

The following agreement was arrived at between the 
Chief Mining Engineer representing Messrs. TT. V. Low & 
Co. Ltd., and the Secretary. H. V. Low & Co. Ltd., 
Colliery Workers’ Union representing the Union in respect 
of Lakurka Colliery. 

In continuation of agreement dated 30th April 1949, the 
following terms have been mutually settled and accepted 
by hoib the parties in respect of Lakurka Colliery. 

1. Tie- Monthly Paid Staff. — In further clarification of 
Clause No. 5 of agreement dated 30tli April 1949, it was 
further agreed and confirmed that the question of rate and 
number was left entirely to the management excepting for 
the following three categories : 

(a) Winding Engine Khalasis, 

(b) Haulage Engine Khalasis, and 

(c) Firemen. 

For these categories, if was agreed that the number of 
persons employed before the strike will be maintained at 
the same wage. 

2. Be: Lakurka Woilcshop. — If was agreed that with 
retrospective effect from 7th day of May 1949 the entire 
monthly paid and weekly paid workers will b e kept li- 
the time being. 

It was further agreed that the management in course of 
next two months shall prepare a list of surplus workers 
in thp workshop after dup consideration of the seniority 
in service ami efficiency of work and such number of 
workers as may be found surplus would be discharged. 

It was mutually agreed that although the workshop 
workers have already been paid Sundav wages as per rules 
but still on the request of the Union, the Management has 
agreed to distribute a lump sum of Rs. 500 (Rupees five 
hundred) only amongst the monthly paid and weekly paid 
workers of the workshop. 

It was further declared that there will not be any further 
claim whatsoever against the management in respect of 
the workers of the wornshop. 

3. Re: Lead and Lift. — It was proved to the satisfaction 
of the Union that Lead and Lift was paid according to the 
rules with the exception of following two cases — where due 
to miscalculation they were paid less. The management 
agreed to pay them their dues as follows; 

(a) Magoo Sardir’s Miners — Rs. 95 (Nintv-five). 

(b) Bishrum Sardar’s Miners — Rs. 75 (Seventy-five). 

4 Re: Leave Wage and Railway Fare. — The manage- 
ment maintains that the leave wage and Railway fare is 
paid according to law. The Union has agreed to furnish 
in list if any of those who have not been paid in accordance 
with the rule in course of next fifteen -days. It is expressly 
n riders food that any case brought to the notice of the 
management after fifteen days will not be considered. 

5. Re-. Enforced idleness nf No. 9 Pit Workers . — The 
U nion was satisfied that No. 9 pit was stopped after giving 
du e notice to the workers. However, on the special 
req uest of the Union, the Management has agreed to pay 
a Tutmp sum of Rs. 500 (Five hundred) only as help to the 
then workers 

6 The Union was satisfied that the following three 
persons were not suspended bv the Company but they left 
their pork of their own accord.
